THE BRAZOS VALLEY. 


I 
When a Texan desires to indulge 
in hyperbole regarding the richness 
of any county, he should eschew 
the time-worn comparison with the 
Valley of the Nile. 
I hereby move 
to amend, by striking out the word 
“ Nile” and 
inserting the word 
I “ Brazoc,” and the Texan not wil­ 
ding to accept the am endm ent— 
1 but perish the thought! 
W hen Captain Hugh Burns, the 
C. VV, & B. V. contractor, said to 
the writer that no line of railroad 
on earth 
run* through a richer 
region than does the new line from 
Bryan to Marlin, he m eant it, and 
can find plenty of backing for the 
statement. 
H itherto the. unexam ­ 
pled fertility of this great region 
has been devoted mainly 
to the 
production of corn and cotton, but 
latterly the attention of even the 
Brazos bottom planters is being a t­ 
tracted to other things, among them 
alfalfa, which is no longer an ex­ 
periment on the bottom 
lands. 
And the more farseeing of the 
planters, and especially those fa­ 
miliar with what alfalfa means in 
cheap beef and pork production, 
are looking to the time, which they 
believe to be near at hand, when 
it will, in tho direction above in­ 
dicated work a revolution in the ag­ 
riculture of the great Brazos valley. 
I do not mean by this that it will 
supercede cotton, because in the 
production of “dressed sides” the 
cotton plant and the alfalfa plant 
will work in double harness, form­ 
ing an industrial team which can­ 
not be hitched together in many 
portions 
of the earth, especially 
where conditions are so faborable 
for a long, strong pull for material 
greatness. 
The principal tow rn' are near 
where the upland and bottom meet, 
it evidently having been the aim of 
their locators to render tributary 
the rich bottom lands, while escap­ 
ing the malaria of the bottoms, a 
trouble which, th an k s to better 
living and artesian water, is be­ 
coming less every year. 
In the 
early settlement of this section and 
even down to within a few years 
past, the uplands were not con­ 
sidered as of much value. 
But 
latterly, since the 
soil skinners 
began to give way to the soil build­ 
ers, and especially since the truck 
and tree planters began to demon­ 
strate the transcendent value of 
these 
lighter uplands, they are 
more and more appreciated and 
advancing in value more rapidly 
than any lands in Texas. 
I make 
this statement with due delibera­ 
tion. 
Hence, the locators of these 
towns builded 
wiser than they 
knew when they laid their founda­ 
tions where hill and valley meet.
